Confused and angry words erupted Monday niglit when 
a number of French-speaking youths claimed tliey repre- 
sented McGill in a fund-solicitinsr drive. 

' A Quebec-wide three-hour can- ; 



vaas of homes on Monday eve* 
ning sought money to aid stu 
dents in the province's French 
colleges and universities. McGill 
sponsored no such campaign. 
Whether the central Montreal 
users of McGiil's name were part 

. of the authorized 14,000-student 
contingent — cashing in on a 
McGill affiliation In' English- 
speaking houses where its effect 

, might be greater than a U of M 
connection — remains a foggy 
issue. It was speculated that the 
group might be unrelated to the 
provincial program and merely 
out to rake in private profits. 

The furor started when radio 
station CJAD 'relayed to this 
University a scries of phone com- 
plaints and inquiries from house- 
holders who had, they said, been 
approached by students allegedly 
from McGill and asking in abu> 
sivé; terms and rude manner for 
contributions^ to an academic 
fund. Ah upset woman who later 
spoke directly ançi at length to 
a Daily editor told a similar 
story.

Telephone conversations with 
the Federation des Etudiants of 
fice, open till midnight on the 
University of Montreal campus, 
supplied facts about the 7 to 10 
pm storm campaign which will 
continue less intensively, parish- 
by-parish, for a further week. 

But. the call failed to turn up 
word of a single complaint or 



protest at the U of M to link the 
mysterious fund-seekers with the 
province-wide drive, 

' The three hour door-knocking 
session itself yielded over $115,- 
000 to the Prêt d'Honneur set up 
by the St-Jean-Baptistc Society, a 
local club which distributes loans 
to deserving but financially pin- 
chcd.entrants to French classical 
colleges and universities on pro- 
mise of whatever repayment, re* 
ccivers can afford. The loan*and* 
pledge combination explains the 
project's "Prêt d'Honnenf name.

Doctor Suggests 
Robot Teachers 

%„,AJBarvard psychologist, Dr. B. F. Skinner, believes 
thàt^tlîe modem student should study with the use of 
'machines. . 

^ Dr. Skinner said in a magazine article that machines 
which can teach students evei^thing Irom spelling to com- 
plex College courses on human psychology would speed up 
the process of learning. _ / ' . , 

Such machines can also over- 
come the present teacher short- 
-age. The repetitive drilling of 
facts and figures into the minds 
of students can be done by 
machines. Thus, teachers arc 
left free to discuss issues, .and 
develop, interest in the wider 
fields of human thought. . 

Ten bomplex machines for 
teaching college students have 
been built at Harvard by Dr. 
Skinner and' his colleagues. A 
list of questions and answers 
are" written on . a paper djsc. 
When the student thinks^.he has 
chosen tho correct answér/f he 
compares it with the preferred 
answer given in the macliino. 
If he is wrong, by pullins a 
..certain lever he can assure that

Thi.s is the opinion of Sir Geoffrey Viclcers, V.C, who 
delivered the University Lecture in Redpath Hall lastnight. 

He maintained that the effects 

ing effect on our set ol values. 
'Our new set of values is based 
on the "search for gold", and the 
. Impersonal objectivity of science. 
The social sciences have also 
been in danger of falling into 
this same objectivity. Salvation 
by knowledge has become the 
chief competition of Christianity. 

The speaker observed the cu- 
rious fact that roan is now at- 
tempting to explore outer space 
while fields closer to home re- 
main undeveloped. He felt this 
to be a manifestation of our ob- 
session with objectivity. 
SOCIAL CONFLICT 
Sir Geoffrey described the ease, 
in his opinion, with which man 
adapted himself to the conflict 
between the individual nature 
and modem industrial society. He 
observed the "various adaptive 
dcsiros of man" such as security, 
(both internal and external), free- 
dom of work, mhiimam taxes 
etc: He felt that social, economic 
and industrial relations can only 
be maintained by continuous cf* 

Ho ' recommended more string- 
ent regulations on the- part of 
-some governing authority to in- 
sure that our progress is towards 
healthy growth rather than un- 
healthy deviation. The capacity 
and flexibility of these regula- 
tions must be able to accom- 
modate any possible changes in 
our society. 

Sir Geoffrey, emphasized the 
importance of maintaining democ- 
racy, but pointed out that in his 
opinion if our society proved in- 
capable of adapting to rapid in- 
dustrialization, democracy would 
be one Institution that would Im- 
mediately be destroyed.

According to Lcsagc, Duples* 
sis' decision constitutes a bril- 
liant victory for the students, 
and for those' who worked to- 
wards the reestablishment of 
democracy in the province.

Mr. Caron said that univ- 
ersities should accept Fed- 
eral grants, regardless of the 
stand taken by PremierMau- 
rice Duplessis. The Premier's 
claim that these errants were 
unconstitutional was out of 
order, claimed Mr. Caron, as 
they in lio way interfered 
with provincial rights, 

He suggested that the un- 
iversities lay down an ulti-^ 
matum to Premier Duplessis^ 
and accept Federal aid. They 
should fight any retaliatory 
attempt to deprive them of 
pt^vincial grants. The Fed- 
eral grants were for build- 
ings, stated Mr. Cairon. The 
provi cial authorities would 
still control the program.

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The Beatty Lectures 

Five year ago, a series of public lectures was inau- 
gurated at McGill in memory of Sir . Edward Beatty, a 
former Principal of the University.- These talks, similar to 
those sponsored by many major universities in other parts 
of the world, were established by Sir Edward's brother 
with the understanding that they would bring to McGill 
each year an outstanding personality in the world of 
thought for the benefit not only of members of the McGill 
Community but also of citizens of Montreal. . 

Dr. James, in his opening remarks before the first 
lecture in 1954, outlined what he held to be the purpose of 
the lectures. He said that he hoped these memorial. lectures 
might give the present undergraduate body, a' chance "to 
capture some echo of Sir Edward's pcraonality and hu- 
manism" and that he felt they represented a great step 
"forward in the growth of our University. 

The Sir Edward Beatty Memorial Lectures immedia- 
tely became a moat popular and eagerly awaited tradition 
at McGill. The calibre of the lecturers was exceptionally 
high and the entire populhtion accepted them as an impor- 
tant contribution to the Intellectual life of Montreal, By 
sponsoring these annual visits of world figures, McGill 
was taking her riglitfrl place as an "in.stitution for the ad- 
vancement of learnin' ". 

• The first speaker in the series was Dr. Sarvepalli Ra- 
dhakrishnan, then Vice-President of India and an out- 
standing Indian philosopher and spholar. Barbara Ward 
.lackson, noted British economist and author, delivered the 
lectures the following yeiir. In 1950. Dr. Julian Huxley 
spoke on Science and Possibility. Last year's speaker was 
to have been British historian Arnold Toynbee. Illness pre- 
vented his appearance. 

October has past and November is rapidly drawing to 
a close. We have had many distinguished speakers at Mc- 
Gill this term. Many of these lecturers have been spon- 
sored by the students through SCOPE or the M^cGill Con- 
ference on World. Affairs. But nothing has . been heard 
about the Beattj' Memorial Lectures. Many students have 
inquired about Ihein. We have no answer to offer except 
to say that we await them irtipatiently and anxiou.sly won- 
der what has happened to our most popular and worth- 
while young tradition.
